FINISHES SEVEN YEARS' FAITHFUL WORK

Stnrts m Misslon with Forty-Seven
Members and it Has Grown to Ne
an Infinential Chareh with A
Membership of 239,

After a paniorate extendlng over just seven
yonrs, Rev. Charles E. Taylor on Sunday
dallversd his fhrewell address to the con-
grogation of Girant Street Christian chureh.

October 1, 1852, Crant Strest church of to-
day was a misslon, with forty-eeven meme
bers, Today there 239 members enrolled ana

the ohurch Is one of the most active In the
oity. It was with regrot that the members
und frienda of the aocicty who have learned
to love and respect Hev, Mr. Taylor during
his pastorate here, limened to his farewell
romarka. In the morning he preached from
IT Corinthilans xI1l, 2, “Finally, brethren,
farewall. Ba perfect, e of good comfort,
be of one mind, live In peace; and the God
of love and peace shall be aith you.' The
text ‘wae the farewell message forwarded by
Paul from Phillppl to the members of the
church at Corinth, and It was decldedly ap-
pllenble to the oveasion,

“It Is a comforting thought,'" sald Mr.
Taylor, “to know that we have God—one
who will defend, upliold, sustaln, strengthen,
encourage and make us wise, even to salva-
tlan. God, who rules the heaven, who haw
directed the world through centurles, who
has seen generation after goneration particl-
pate in the affaira of life and then pass
away, who governs all the heavenly bodlee
and other worlds and who, notwithstanding
all these things, yet has sympnthy and love
for the weakest babe. God is watching be-
tween us and over us to make us strong ana
useful. It should be our continual prayer
1o ba more useful in this world of darkness,
Dnrkness 18 on overy hand, aln lurks every-
where, there are despondent, discouraged,
downcast, wretched souls on all sides for
us to comfort and ald,

"“Thoe Incldents surrounding Paul's fare-
well letter to the church at Corinth are in
many ways dissimilar to our church here
at Twenty-sixth and Grant streets, Tho
church then was not so well established as
now. It had been the seene of carousals
at tho feast of the Lord's supper. It i3
true, however, (hnt we have been weak in
somo things, Pastor and people have fallen
short, In many respects, of the mark which
wo ought to have attained, but the Father
in heaven knoweth our weaknesses and fs
willing to hold us up and gulde us on and
on to the perfect day. Paul's admonition to
his brethren 1o be falthful wns a good one.
‘While some dlspute that there can be per-
feotlon, It Is true that we can be perfect
In some things. We can be In perfeet ae-
cord in our deslres and endeavors to live
for Christ and rescue the whole world to
him, We can be perfect in attendance and
sustenance of God's services and perfect In
the matter of llving one for another,

“We ean be of good comfort because
Jesus Christ is with us, He will not leave
any aof us but will be falthful and guide us
to the end.”

Rev. Taylor counseled his people to be of
one mind in the selectlion of his successor,
“Don’t sample preachers,” he sald. “The
ones who ocome to you with brilllant ser-
mons may not he able to draw upon a like
stock twlce a week for the year round, Se-
leot the man who will lead souls to Christ,
and be of one mind in your efforts to assist
in this noble work. Abide close to Christ
and you will llve In peace, for our God,
with hils wonderful, wonderful personality,
is the God of love, the God of Peace; peace
that hath no endlng. love that hath no

measure."”

VALUE OF AN OPTIMISTIC SOUL.
Rev, H. C. Herring Condemns the

Peasimintie Spirit in Homnan Life,

The value of & spirit of hopefulness as a
factor in human suecess and enjoyment was
effectively indicated by Revy. George R, Wal.
lace of Chlcago in his morning discourse
at the First Congregational church. He
called attentlon to the tendency

toward |

pessimism that Is manifest in nearly every|

walle of life and urged the desirability of
cultivating a dlsposition to look on thel
brighter side,

The sermon was based on a comparison |

between Incldents In the life of Elljah and
the mpostle Paul, Elijah, who had dared
the army of the priests of Baal, who had
called down fire from heaven to prove the
divinity of God, and who had converted al
natlon from heathenlsm to Christlanity, sat
under the juniper tree, with his mantle over
his head, and asked God to let him die be-
cause he had not done better than his
fathers had. Paul, bound to a soldler on a
storm-gwept vessel on the Mediterannean,
close on a rockbound coast, assumed con-
trol of the sinking ship and bid his com-
panlons be of good cheer.

The speaker declared that all the philoso-
Dhy of life is found in an effort to grasp fts
mysterles. There |z a difference in the
makeup of humanity, Some persons are
born In sunshine, others in gloom. It makes
a wonderful difference whether a man's na-
iure I8 a harp strung to jubllant tones, or
whether it Is an Rollan harp that can pro-
duce only sad and mournful eadences. BEither
extreme becomes insanity, but there {8 a ra-
tional optimism that makes every path In life
that man is called on to treat lead upward
to the gates of gold.

God might have made the world llke a
subterranean box, continued Rey. Mr. Wal-
Ince, but he Adidn't. Instead he filled the
skiea with stare that sall across the wvault
like an inpumerable armada. He painted
the skles with frescoes that are Incomparahly
brighter and grander than any that the
brush of the painter hae traced. Heo filled
the flelds with flowers and the alr with sun-
shine, Why 18 it that men can bhe morose
and pessimistie In a world that s tuned
to light and gladness?

In conclusion, the speaker ramhled at

some length over the world of postry, phil-
losophy and fietlon, to show the tendency
an the part of many writers to indulge an
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irrational pessiminm and he sxhorted his
ocongregation 1o Avold Lhis axtreme and oul.
tivate the spirit of hope and gindneas that
pervades the handiwork of God.

In that
age Jesus Christ came, & man among men,
to revolutlonlze surroundings, and ever
gince then the welfare of the
hns increased and grown until the present
day, when among the laboring class we
have some of the noblest characters of the
natlon.

“Tho great mass of men In this country
are not afrald to work, are not afrald of
the blistered, ecalloused palms of the la-
borer, and herein s thelr grent honor, Man
Is something more than flesh and blood—he
hos a braln, Is made In the Imuage of God,
and Jesun Christ so honored the physical
man that He desconded among us to change

the conditions from slavery to independence. |

“Ingtead of confining itself to the train-

ing of the spiritual man the church should'

follow the example of Jesus and look after
man's physical welfare, should take up and
solve many of the problems which now are
dealt with only by trades unlons and labor
organizations, It Is the church’s duty to
step into every sphere of life by ité mem-
bers and help to make the world perfect
from the Christian point of view.

“We are passing away from the old
thought of individual effort to that of united
effort. When the change s accomplished
there will no longer be demands for laboring
men to work over hours,

WANT DR, SISSON TO RETURN.

Hansoom Park Methodist Church Re-

It belng the last Sunday of the conference
year the services at Hanscom Park Metho-
dist Eplscopal church yesterday were of a
retrospective nature. The pastor, Dr, Sia-
eon, gave A brief history of the two years'
pastorate just closing. The varlous Inter-
ests of the church were reviewed and found
to be In a highly satisfactory conditlon.

Like some other Omaha churches Hanscom
Yark has been struggling with a burden-
some debt. A suhseription  covering the
most troublesome part of this has been
taken; a good deal has heen collected and
pald, and the rest Is being pald in install-
ments at stated times, Altogether it Is
evident that financial prosperity is coming
to Hanscom Park Methodist Episcopal
church,

Dr. Sisson spoke particularly of the Sun-
day school, which, under the leadership of
its wideawake superintendent, Mel Uhl, re-
c¢ords constant growth and {8 one of the best
in the eity. Of the entire membership now
upon the church rolls the present pastor has

had the privilege and honor of himself re-
|

celving nearly one-third.

All Methodists understand that at the close
of thege annual conferences the preachers
recelve thelr appointments for the coming
year.

During all of this time Christ found oppor-
tunitles for prayer, eending them up through
the avenues of the soul untll they came In
contadt with God.

The speaker belleves In prayer and In dis-
cuesing it epoke of It as & menus by which
God may eend grace Into the heart of man
to take poasession of him and work out hls
transformation.

In speaking of the character of Christ the
speaker described it as being such that He
overcame madpess of bad men by going
away from them and golng into the moun-
tajns, there coming In contact with God,
This example he contended It would be well
for men to follow even now.

ley.” & new farce comedy, by Charles Brook-
field, an English dramatist of some repute,
which opened an engagement at Boyd's Lhe-
nter Bunday night, Is certainly entitled to be

For once,

caled new and original, for It is entirely
different and far away from the conven-
tional farces pauslly offered o local the-
atergoers, 1t tells a well connocted story,
which, briefly, 18 of the many trinls and
tribulations of Charles Ingleton, whose
friends call him “'Denr 010 Charley.” He
Is a young man with a big heart who has

goon whout everything there is to be seon
in the way of fupn in this world and de
eldea to got married and forgel the past,
Two old friends. a too officlous father-in-
lanw and his meddiesome wife form a con-
tinuation of troubles that keep “'Charley™
in hot water through three very funny acts,
Theo story 1s a very probable one and might
happen to any true “'Bohemian’ who might
marry and settle down. Every young bach-
elor can get ome valuable hints from the
predioaments “Charley” gets himéelf into by
r‘nnlrnulm: the acquuintance after his mar-
riage with shadows of his vivid past. The
plece I8 just sisque emough and has Just
enough spice and flavor to make KR thor-
oughly enjovable. The author haz handled
his sltuations, that might be termed a trifle
brond by some, In a most delicate manner
and they can be offensive to none. Last
night's audience was a fairly large one and
the sparkling comedy kept them in an nl-
most continuous uproar of laughter dur-
ing dts entire three acts, The company s
an evenly balanced one and thoroughly
capable of bringing out all of the fine points
of the pleco to a nleety. George C. Boni-
face, who iz an old favorite In this elty and
a decldedly funny comedian, plays the part
of Charley In a particularly clever man-
ner. George Ober, who has been seen here
with Hoyt's farces belore, as Gabriel Poep-
lor, one of Charley’s friends, and Stephen
Maley as Thomas Dumphie, the other, both
offer character studles that are well wrought,
Kethryn Ostorman is the leading comedi-
anue and possesses beauty, talent, a strik-
ing and charming personality, weare beai-
tiful gowns and in fact possceses all of the
requisites of a clever artist. Her part, that
of Charley's wite, gives her some splendid
opportunities, which are taken advantage of
nicely, The balance of the compuny 1n-
cludes Bertha Waltzinger, John Hyams,
Helen Harcourt apd Florence Turner, There
are several very good speclalties intreduced
throughout the pleco. The engagement con-
tinuee for three more nights and Wednes-
day matinee,

There are no poor acts upon this week's
vaudeville hill at the Orpheum. It ineludes
four that are particularly good. These are
Minnle Palmer amd her company In “Hose
Pom-Pom," a bright little sketeh; the Car-
downle troupe of dancers; Chevrial, the
French violinist and Imitator, and the
Ameriean Blograph pletures, Mims Palmer
calls her specialty an loecldent In one act,
and this certainly expresses it truly, It Is
quite new and different from anything in
the line of sketch writing that has been
presented here. It fintroduces comedy,
pathos, musle and dancing, in fact, there Is
not o dull moment In it. It tells a pretty
little French story, in which Miss Palmer
Impersonates an army nurse and a French
actress In a very clever manner. She s ably
nssisted in the sketch by Mr. Francis Jer-
rard and Charles Btewart,

The Cardownle troupe of Europeans intro«
duce a novelty act in the way of a number
aof international dances, Including the Scoteh
sword dance, Highland fling, Irish jig danc-
ing, French peasant, and a number of
others. The troupe includes two men and
three wwomen, all of whom are graceful ex-
ponents of the terpsichorean art.

Chevriel 18 another foreigner whose act
i3 both novel and interesting. He plays a
violln in all manner of ways, as well as in-
troducing a number of correct imitations of
birds, church organs, braying donkeys and
s0 on, He plays solos upon his violin,
using paper boxes, shoes, fwathers, minla-
ture washboards and things of this sort for
bows.

The Blograph pictures are new, very
¢lear, and that shaky motlon, so noticeabls
In the presentation of pearly all pictures
of this kind, 18 almost entirely ellminated.

Irene Franklin does a very pleasing slng-
ing specialty., Hall and Staley glve a com-
wdy sketoh, called ““The Twentieth Century
Burglars,” and Powers and Pearl do a sing-
ing and cake-walking act, all in all making
up a very good bill,

The Trocadero Opera company made lts
regular weekly change of blll Sunday night,
producing Charles Lecocq's three-act coamle
opera, “‘Girofle-Girofla,” a complete review
of which will be given In Tuesday's paper.
